80 billion Albatross

Is the Price-Anderson Act a 
Jonathan Livingston Seagull in 
gracious flight or an albatross 
around the neck of nuclear energy? 

It is an $80 billion question, and 
one of many discussed by persons 
on both sides of the Nuclear 
Initiative at the Capi >| last week. 

The controvers.. Federal 
Price-Anderson Act subsidizes the 
nuclear industry in the event a 
nuclear accident caused massive 
damages and injury to the public. 
The Act directs industry to pur- 
chase $125 million in private in- 
surance, while the _ federal 
government guarantees an ad- 
ditional $435 million. By law, no 
damage or ir .y claims would 
have to be paid to any members of 
the public once the total $560 
million nuclear liability limit is 
reached. 

Congress established the Price- 
Anderson Act in 1957 to remove 
the “threat of tremendous potential 
liability claims,” that might be 
levied against the young nuclear in- 
dustry in the event of a catas- 
trophic and expensive accident 

Pro-nuclear speakers said the 
Act was to make it economically 
safe and attractive for industry to 
take a chance on nuclear power 
development. 

However, opponents claim that 

the nuclear industry has develoved 
into an $80 billion behemoth 
whose weaning is long overdue 
They also claim that the public 
welfare and safety has been sac- 
rificed by the Act in order to create 
a nuclear industry

Testimony at the Nuclear 
Hearings heard elements of the 
nuclear industry point out that 
without the Price-Anderson Act 
and its $560 million liability limit, 
nuclear power would not have 
developed at nearly its present rate, 
if at all 

Proponents of nuclear power 
were not in agreement as to 
whether the Act is still necessary or 
an “albatross around the neck of 
the industry.” 

SMUD Assistant Manager 
William Walbridge testified that 
“the repeal of the Anderson Act 
wouldn't affect Rancho Sece 1.” 

Walbridge added he has not 
found unanimity among power 
utilities concerning the necessity of 
a Price-Anderson Act. The Act was 
due to expire in 1965, but was 
renewed and extended for ten 
years. The Act is presently before 
Congress for an extension until 
1987 

A Friends of the Earth 
representative, Jeffery Knight 
complained the Act made it im- 
possible to collect on damages dis- 
covered after the acts statute of 
limitations period ten years 
following an accident had 
elapsed. “Yet it is established that 
radiation-induced sicknesses occur 
in large numbers up to 40 years 
after exposure, and genetic 
damages go even further.” 

Another point discussed at the 

hearings was the apparent dis- 
parity on the limited insurance 
coverage for the public vs 
unlimited and full coverage of 
utilities’ atomic generating 
facilities. Current generations of 
nuclear power facilities may cost in 
excess of a billion dollars, for 
which the power facility would in- 
sure in full. No federal laws limit 
the amount of liability that may be 
incurred between a utility and its 
suppliers

One-third of the women in the 
United States will be raped during 
their lifetimes. And the percentage 
is rising. 








That estimate was arrived at by 
making the standard assumption 
that the 47 rapes per 100,000 
women reported in the 1973 FBI 
crime reports were one-tenth of the 
actual! total. That figure was then 
multiplied by 78, a woman’s,ex- 
pected lifespan. The actual figure is 
36.7 percent. 

Most of these women will be 
raped by someone with whom they 
are acquainted. The reason most of 
these attacks go unreported is that 
the victims fear retaliation by the 
rapist and humiliation by law of- 
ficers

CSUS is not immune to this 
situation. Women are being raped 
here. Most of them are not repor- 
ting it and — just like in the outside 
world few reported rapists are 
convicted. It is still unsure whether 


police act on reported rapes, or 
even believe women should be 
wamed of suspects. 

The nature of the university 
may someday preclude the con- 
fused, dangerous atmosphere now 
existing at CSUS, but until that 
happens women must be aware 
that some men regard them 
primarily as potential victims. 

The only real solution, ac- 
cording to Chris Bender of 
Women’s Studies and Theresa 
Corrigan of Sacramento's Rape 
Crisis Center, is for women to 
determine never to fill the victim's 


Streamlining job ap 


In the midst of a tight job 
market, CSUS has streamlined its 
system of handling job ap- 
plications to give everyone a more 
equitable opportunity to be con- 
sidered for employment. 

This is the view of Richard B. 
Hughes, newly-designated Dhurec- 
tor of Personnel Administration at 
CSUS 

“We used to have a backlog of 
5,000 job applications in our em- 
ployment files,” Hughes said. 
“These applications were up to six 
months old and some of them 
represented part of a pool of job 
seekers that m‘ght no longer be 
available he added. Under the old 
system the personnel office had to 
sift through as many as 800 ap- 
plication blanks to find a set of 
qualified applicants for a single 
job. 

What 


the university has 


instituted 1s a new system of adver- 
tising each job opportunity as 
broadly as possible when it 
becomes available. Fresh ap- 
plications are taken from those 
who are qualified by preparatvon 
and experience for the job. Names 
and records of all qualified -ap- 
plicants are then submitted to the 
potential campus employer for 
final screening 

Hughes said that the key to 
success of the new system is the 
broad advertising of each job op- 
portunity. 

“We send out a weekly in- 
formation sheet to nearly 60 com- 
munity agencies who are interested 
in job openings which develop at 
the university,” he said. The per- 
sonnel office has 2 24-hour 
recorded answering service at 454- 
6704 which lists all the jobs curren- 
tly available at the university, 
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role. That determination will lead 
women to defend themselves when 
approached by someone who 
might be planning an assault.

and says “Hey baby, you put out?” 
Instead they will say loudly “Get 
lost, you $.0.B.!" 

Most would-be rapists, again 
according to Bender and Corrigan, 
quickly leave after receiving such a 
reaction because they prefer 
someone who subconsciously sees 
herself as a victim 

Bender and Corrigan further 
contend that men who make overt 
physical attacks must be met with 
determined physical resistance. In 
addition they emphasize that, 


while self-defense classes help, a

The ASI business office, located 
on the third floor of .the Union, 
otfers several student services 
Students may cash checks up to 
$20.. and purchase health in- 
surance, tickets, stamps, money 
orders. diplomas, cap and gowns, 
and microfilm and binding for 
masters and doctorate theses 

Bike Shop business this vear has 
increased considerably due to its 
location in the Union 

“Last year, the Bike Shop 
averaged $35 a day including parts 
and sales: since then it has doubled 
to approximately $60-$100 a day 
for parts and labor.” said Bill 
Bertsch, business manager

woman doesn't have to be young, 
strong or trained to fight back. An 
80-year-old woman can bite, kick, 
scratch and scream. The important 
thing about physical defense is the 


pre-determination to use it.

The typical rapist, according to 
the same two sources, wants 
primarily to assert dominance over 
a frightened woman and will avoid 
any womansubjectively sigualling 
the fact she is not the victim type 
Self-assurance shows in many 
outward forms and the rapist, 
though unconsciously, knows 
them all 

Women at CSUS need to take 
special precautions against rapists, 
such as not walking through 


remote or dark parking lots alone. 


and not relying entirely on campus 
police for protection. Bender 
stresses, “Security guards can't go 
everywhere with you.” 

Bender also emphasized that 
women must ultimately rely on 
themselves alone for protection; 
women frends aren't always 
around and male “friends” 
sometimes turn out to be rapists 
themselves. Bender related a case 
in which a woman was raped by a 
man she attended classes with, 
after he offered tc accompany her 
to her car when she confessed a fear 
of being raped. 


The two women stressed the 
view that rape is a crime of violence 
and not primarily a sexual crime. 
Forcing a woman to perform inter- 
course or other sexual acts results 
not from the rapist’s inability to 
control his sex drive but from his 
desire to symbolize his longed-for 
superiority 

For this reason women must 
stop expecting to “tell” a rapist 
from his looks. He is far more 
likely to be the friendly-looking 
man you nod to in the hall than the 
slavering maniac depicted in 
movies. Women are advised to 
adopt an attitude similar to defen- 
sive driving: contro! what happens 
to you by being prepared for the 
worst actions of others 

That does not mean women 
must hate men, but that women

must be thoroughly aware that 
many “normal” men are rapists 
and be prepared to defend 
themselves in any way necessary 

Experiences of the Rape Crisis 
Center as well as some new studies 
on rape (including “The Crime of 
Rape in Denver” by the Denver 
Anti-Crime Counsel) indicate that 
women can and should fight the at- 
tacker even if he is armed. Corrigan 
described the case of a woman who 
had been raped. beaten and 
stabbed but who fought the at- 
tacker and managed to get away 
and climb a high fence to reach 
help. “Most people don’t die from 
gunshot or knife wounds.” asserted 
Corrigan 


A trial that occurred this fall in 
California resulted in a case law 
called the Mayberry ruling. The 
tnal was of two men who had 
forced a woman to have sex with 
them. Because she asked them to 
wait while she bought cigarettes 
instead of fighting or screaming, 
the judge believed the mens 
contention that the woman had 
participated willingly. The woman 
testified that she went into the store 
only wanting to seek assistance, 
but once inside was afraid to speak 
out. 


The Mayberry ruling can now 
be used as a precedent and will in- 
fluence procedures and results of 
other cases. Now, if a defendant 
claums he thought the woman will- 
ingly participated, her past sex life 
can be publicized and considered 
as evidence. This ruling effectively 
undermines the Robbins bill, 
which stipulated a woman's past 
sexual experiences were not proper 
evidence in a rape trial. 

If our race is more than a pack 
of mutant orangutans, we will 
progress and the crime of rape will 
be left in the pas: along with other 
memories of our violent childhood. 
In the meantime women had better 
learn to be unconquerable so that 
neurotics seeking objects for their 
destructive confusion will search 
elsewhere.

Cost cleans up 


EPA — Each year around this 
time, as many of us consider buy- 
ing a new car, the costs of cleaning 
up air pollution come home as part 
of those increased prices. Five 
years after the creation of EPA, 
and the enactment of the Clean Air 


Act, have we accomplished 
anything?

In a recent report to the 
Congress, EPA Administrator 


Russell E. Train noted that today’s 
autos emit 50-60 percent less 
pollutants than cars produced in 
1970.

Train noted that while ap- 
plicable air standards presently re- 
quire use of the catalyst air
